He is thoroughly con- 
versant with the municipal government and 
the muhicipal needs of Chicago.

The Columbian Museum received another 
handsome gift yesterday. It was a check for 
$50,000 given by Mrs. Barbara Sturges. It 


was given as a result of a conference between

the plans of the museum were described. Mr. 
Ayer met Mrs. Sturges in the morning. The 
@éscription given of the museum’s scope and 
purpose. was so favorably received that at 

won the committee was in receipt of Mrs. 


‘Sturges’ personal check for the amount stated. 


. “The flow of money into the treasury has 

jot yet ceased, either,” said E. E. Ayer, “ for 
there are several large sums ein sight now 
which will cause some surprise when they are 
announced.”’ 

Preparations for an‘ active movement to- 
ward raising money are being made at the 
Continental National Bank by John C. Black, 
the President of that institution. Said he yes- 
terday : 

We propose to raise as muth money as we can 
for the Columbian Museum. We shall not stop 
at $400,000. We shall aim to get at least 
$1,000,000 outside of Mr. Field's contribution. 
We want to keep his gift intact as an endowment 
fund to pay the running expenses of the museum. 
The other money we will use to equip the build- 
ing. 


List of Probable Contributors. 


On Mr. Black's desk lay three sheets of 
paper bearing the names of Chicagoans. Mr. 
Black explained the purpose of the list as 
follows: 

There are 150 names here. They are the nanies 
of people whom it is proposed to ask for contri- 
butions. We do not intend to make the request 
by mail, but in person. The trustees will visit 
these men. It ia intendéd to lengthen this list 
many times. We want every person who can to 
contribute, whether thé amount is only a few 
dollars or whether it runs up into the thou- 
sands. This is the plan of organization 
adopted. Systematic efforts to raise money have 
not begun yet. The trustees may begin it any 
time, however. I have no doubt that we shall be 
able to raise $1,000,00@ outside of Mr. Field’s 
gift. Thatitis desired to invest so that the 
museum may have an ample income. 

H. C. Levi of the Hub sent the Continental 
National Bank $2,500 in World’s .Fair stock 
yesterday. It wag the entire holdings of the, 
concern. ‘ Altogether $8,000 in World’s Fair 
stock was received at the Centitiental Nation- 
al Bank yesterday. It came from friends of 
the museum in amounts ranging frora 10 to 
500 shares.

This is one of 
the best in the world. It would be impossible 
for me to tell you off-hand. It would take up a 
whole page of THe Trrsunze. We have been at 
work for weeks and months securing the articles 
and the value of them is tiow estimated at 
over $700,000. During the summer the facul- 
ties of the Northwestern University, Chicago 
University, Beloit College, and Armour Institute 
have been hard at’ work securing the best ex- 
hibits in the various departments. They have 


| done so with the understanding that if this great 


muséum became dn established fact the entire 
collection of each institution was to be turned 
over to the museum. What will add in a great 
degree to the value of the mtseum will be the 
caravels.

CRANK WAVE REACHES INDIANAPOLIS. 


One Arrested Starting for Washington to 
Kill President Cleveland. 

InpianaPpouis, Ind., Nov, 2.—[Special.}]— 
Several cranks suddenly became seized today 
with a desire to right their fancied wrongs. 
Adolph Olschwasky of No, 1140 East Wash- 
ington street was captured as he was about to 
start for Washington to murder President 
Cleveland. Olschwasky has heretofore been 
harmlessly ‘‘cranky,”’ but his mania assumed 
a homicidal turn when he suddenly met his 
brother and made a rush to kill him for the 
purpose of marrying his widow, who he be- 
lieved would bring him wonderful luck.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL ENTERS MEMPHIS: 


Railroad Deal That Gives the Company a 
Valuable Addition to Its Lines, 

New York, Nov. 2.—Arrangements were 
completed today for the transfer of the con- 
trol of the Chesapeake. Ohio and Southwest- 
ern railroad from C. P. Huntington to the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Illinois 
Central railroads. The road will put the 
Louisville and Nashville in possession of 
all the territory in Kentucky between 
Lexington and the Tennessee River, and it will 
bring one more road into the Louisville and 
Nashville station in Louisville. It will also 
provide the Louisville and Nashville with 
terminals in Memphis, which would. have 
cost to duplicate something like $500,000. 
It will provide the Illinois Central with a route 
to St. Louis by the way of Memphis, which is 
an important traffic center. The present IIli- 
nois Central line runs 100 miles east of Mem- 
phis. The real ownership will rest with the 
Louisville and Nashville, but the Illinois Cen- 
tral will have all the benefits to be derived 
from an equal use of the line.

- LOSS OF LIFE ATTENDS THE BURNING 


OF A SHIP AT SEA. 


City of Alexandria of the New York and 
Cuba Mail. Steamship Company De- 
streyed by Explosion and Fire Twenty- 
five Miles Off Havana—Passengers and 
Crew Take to the Beats, but Only a 
Few Reach Land=—Several Men So Ter- 
ror-Stricken They Jump Into the Ocean. 

Havana, Nov. 3.—The steamship City of Al- 


(exandria,belongingto the New York and Cuba 


Mail Steamship company; from Havana and 
Matanzas for New York, has been burned off 
Cojimar, entailing a loss of life estimated at 
thirty-four. 

The news was brought to the city early this 
morning, when a small boat, in which were 
the second officer and eleven other persons 
from the City of Alexandria, entered the har- 
borand reported the loss of the steamer. 
They say an explosion occurred yesterday 
afternoon on board the steamer. and shortly 
after it was burning fiercely. The cause of 
the explosion is unknown. The fire gained 
such headway that Capt. Hoffman saw it 
would be impossible to save the vessel, and 
orders were given to abandon the ship. 

The steamer had 400 hogsheads of rum on 
board, and this, when it caught fire, caused 
immense masses of flame to ascend from the 
hatchways, the hatches having been blown 
uff. There was great excitement on- board, 
but the officers soon ‘succeeded in restoring 
order. As soon as the fire alarm was sounded 
the crew went to their fire stations and the 
stewards began to carry provisions to the 
boats. 

There was comparatively little sea running, 
and only slight difficulty was experienced in 
lowering away the boats, when the bell for- 
ward tolled the signal ‘abandon the ship.” 
The scene at the burning of the steamer was 
only twenty-five miles from Havana, and the’ 
officer in command of the boat had little fear 
of not reaching that port or some other place 
along the coast. 

Jump Into the Sea. 

In the first moment of terror several men 
are said tb have jumped into the sea. Those 
who arrived in the small boat this morning 
said sixty had been drowned, many of them 
through the upsetting of a boat. Later re- 
ports, however, show that none of. the small 
boats upset and that many of those at first re- 
ported as lost reached Bacuranaoin safety. 
The number of persons drowned is now be- 
lieved to be thirty-four or thirty-five, Among 
them were Herr Leibenger, a cabin passen- 
ger, whose home is‘in Germany, and ‘several 
Cuban stevedores, 

When the news of the disaster reached here 
anumber of tugs was senttothe burning 
steamer to render what assistance they could. 
Two of thesetugs returned this afternoon, 
bringing nineteen survivors from the vegsel.

‘We are really not ready to say anything 
positive at present about the proposed Wom- 
an’s Building,” said Mrs. Potter Palmer in 
answer to inquiries yesterday, ‘' That a per- 
manent woman’s building will be erected is 
a settled fact. We have $200,000 pledged 
for it. We have not even consulted an 
architect as to the plans. Neither 
can I predict anything about location.

troubles. Mr. Thacher was willing to reduce 
his force, It numbers,132 persons, costing 
$10,355 a month. The number is to be re- 
duced by Nov. 15. to twenty-five. The chem- 
ists who are examining the food products are 
to be retained long enough to complete their 
work. Several of the Commissioners do not 
want the bureau a thousand miles away from 
the offices of the Commission, which will be 
retained in Chicago. Mr. Thacher claims, 
however, that as the printing of the diplomas 
must be done in Washington the only practi- 
cal way for him to supervise the work is to be 
there. Commissioners St. Clair, Clenden- 
ning. Cochran, and Mercer were appointed 
yesterday to designate what officials should 
have their names on the diploma. 


Mr. Thacher, it is said, was opposed at first 


to having the Director-General’s name ap- 
pear, but finally consented if the diplomas 
are not too far along. A move was made yes- 
terday to have them changed and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury was telegraphed for in- 
formation. iad 

The beheading committee recommended 
that the offices of auditors be discontinued 
and that the by-laws be so amended as to put 
the original Auditing committee in charge. 
Last May the commission created the offices 
of auditors, naming for the places Commis- 
sioners Holiday and Butt. They were given 
$8 a day. 

It was recommended by the committee that 
Director-General Davis be empowered to 
select offices for the commission and the com- 
mittge which is to write up the history of the 
Fair. The report was laid over until today. 

A. B. Farquhar, Executive Cotnmissioner 
for Pennsylvania, submitted a_ long 
protest to the commission against the ac- 
tion of the fine arts jury which was appointed 
to pass upon the exhibits of Pennsylvania 
artists. The protest asks that the paintings 
be rejudged, as the work is not done in ac- 
cordance with the rules governing awards. It 
asserts that the jury arbitrarily decided that 
* Awards should be given not to works of art, 
but to artists on considerations other than the 
merits of their works exhibited at the World's 
Columbian Exposition.’*’ The results of these 
proc edings, the protest adds, “is that injus- 
tice has been done the exhibiters from Penn- 
sylvania.”’ Commissioner Farquhar says the 
judges merely looked at the work of the Penn- 
eylvania artists and not seeimg names familiar 
to them passed by without examining the 
work. Mr. Farquhar says, further, that where 
the judges did give an award to an artist on 
one particular picture they medaled all the 
rest of his display because of the one merito- 
rious work, e protest asked that it be not 
referred to the Committee on Awards since 
Mr. Thacher had declined totakeany notice 
of the complaint. The commission referred 
the matter, nevertheless, to the Awards com- 
mittee, with instructions to report today. 

Commissioner Tousley succeeded in getting 
a resolution adopted instructing the Commit- 
tee on Awards to have the Cliff Dwellers’ dis- 
play examined. It is probable no attention 
will be paid to the order on the ground that it 
is too late now for the commission to enact 
new legislation. This point was raised later 
in the afternoon when the discussion over 
examining harvesting .machinery was up. 
Commissioner Butt of West Virginia declared 
that the Exposition was over and that the 
commission could no longer enact new legis- 
lation. All it could do now, he said, was to 
wind up its affairs. If his view is sustained 
the commission will be rid of a number of 
bothersome questions on the ground of in- 
ability toact. In raising this point Mr. Butt 
obstructed legislation and called for a quorum. 
The commission was ready to vote that the 
harvesting machinery, over which the trouble 
has arisen, might be examined, providing that 
an announcement was made in the diploma 
that the examination took place on the floor 
and was not the result of a field test. 


FERRIS WHEEL COMPANY TO SUE, 


Damages to Be Seught from the Exposi- 
tion=Concessionnaires Independent. 

The Ferris wheel was running all day yes- 
terday, but few people were riding. The ad- 
missions at the Cottage Grove entrance to 
Midway were solely through the carriage gate, 
and the east end of Midway was boarded up. 
Only those who had passes were supposed to 
be admitted, but the rules seemed to be loose- 
ly enforced and other people came in not only 
through the gate, but over the fence. The 
Columbian Guards were withdrawn from 
around the wheel, although they said at the 
guard station they had had no new orders re- 
garding it. At the wheel the manager kept a 
ticket office open and a ticket-seller ready to 
do business. The wheel people decided not 
to apply for an injunction, but to sue the Ex- 
position company for damages instead. 

The Dahomey Villagers and many of the 
foreigners ‘on Midway who had not had a 
chance to ride before were given a free ride 
in the morning, but that was the only busi- 
ness of any kind done on Midway, 

The Egyptians from Cairo street, Turks, 
Algerians, Persians, and people from almost 
ever other land and clime were inaking merry 
in the street yesterday, apparently greatly 
vleased to think they were going away and 
that they had fooled the Americans out of so 
many big round dollars. Each one carried 
his belougings in a compact bundle and the 
chatter and laughter up and down the street 
were incessant.

They claim nearly all the bonds given by them 
to the Exposition company cannot possibly be 
collected, and they are therefore inclined to 
be independent. 

Mrs. W.C. Bailey and Mrs, P. M. Dunn of 
Le Mars, Ia., Mrs. E. H. Louis of St. 
Joe, Mich., said yesterday they bad come in 
through the Cottage Grove avenue gate, and 
that the man there assured them the Fair was 
all open, that they could see as much as ever, 
and that he had ‘taken 50 cents, from each of 
them. When they got down to the east end 
of Midway they found the entrance boarded 
up. They complained bitterly. They ac- 
cused the gateman of putting the money in 
his own pocket. Supt. Tucker in- 
vestigated the matter. He said:

ARRESTED ON A CHARGE OF LIBEL. 


Editor and Manager Defendants in Case 
Brought by Reyorter. 

New Orweans, La., Nov. 2.—[Special.]— 

Maj. Nathaniel Burbank, managing editor of 


the New Orleans Picayune, ahd Mr. Thomas ~ 


G.-Rapier, business manager of the paper, 
were arrested today, charged with criminal 
libel onan affidavit made by William B. 
Stansbury, a reporter of the Times-Democrat. 
They were paroled to appear when wanted. 
When the recent sensation about 
Judge Estopinal’s murderer, Roselius 
Julien, being seen in the neighborhood of 
Boutte Station, on the Southern Pacific rail- 
road, was — Stansbury induced Sheriff 
Remy Locke and a posse of deputies to ac- 
company him to. the place. When they 
reached there an eudeavor was made to obtain 
a confession from a negro, who it was sup- 
posed knew a great deal but was unwilling to 
talk. The Picayune stated that the means 
adopted to force a confession was a rope 
which was to have been fied about the neck of 
the witness by Stansbury, but the Picayune’s 
reporter becoming aware of it prevented a 
consummation of the plan. The report of the 
attempted lynching was of special interest 
because of the pronounced position the 
Times-Democrat had taken against such meas- 
ures in the Jefferson lynchi affair. Stans- 
bury ey memes a denial sig by the Sheriff 
and his deputies... The Picayune replied with 
an affidavit from Judge Brunet and five other 
residents uf Jefferson corrobora the story.

They Claim It Will Increase the Fire 


Hazard Greatly. 

In all probability the Chicago Fire Underwrit- 
ers’ Association will at an early meeting select a 
committee to protest against the plan of the City 
railway company for installation of lines extend- 
ing into the business portion of the city with 
overhead trolley equipment. The matteris now 
before a Council cofnmittee, and it is with this 
committee that the representatives of the associ- 
ation will labor. The underwriters insist that 
the trolley equipment will add materially to tbe 
fire bazard and that at present there is no way of 
preventing damage from stray currents of elec- 
tricity. The danger is not from the trolley wire 
directly, but from lighter wires which may come 
in contact with it and which are not of sufficient 
resistance to carry off the current with safety. 
The trolley system has never been popular in 
densely settled districts and it now seems to have 
developed a new enemy in the insurance interests.

Alexander and His Brother Louis, Wealthy 
Merchants of St. Louis, Charged with 
the Crime by RelativeseCase Against 
Louis Will Now Probably Never Come 
to Trial—Brothers Claim It Was a Con- 
spiracy=Rulings on Building and Loan 
Association Laws=Northwest News. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 2.—[Special.]—The 

jury in the Tovel murder case, after being out . 

two hours, this evening acquitted Alexander 


Landau of complicity in the crime. The case 


has been in progress for several days. Miss 
Augusta Tovel, a school teacher, while cross- 
ing Delmar and Grand avenues Dec. 2, 1890, 
was run down by a buggy driven by two 
men. Her clothing caught in the gear- 
and she was dragged along six 
blocks, the horses being lashed into a gallop. 
When picked ,»p she was battered beyond 
recoguition. JShe died in two days. Five 
hundred déflars was raised by subscription to 
be given asa reward for the arrest of the 
criminals. Notrace could be found of the 
two men. Last April Alexander and Lewis 
Landau, two wealthy and promi- 
nent hide | merchants,’ were arrested 
charged with the crime. The arrest was 
made on information furnished by Louis 
Landau Jr.,a nephew of the accused, who 
claimed to have heard his uncles admit the 
crime ina family conversation. Young Lan- 
dau and his mother, Mrs. Aronson, anpeared 
before the grand jury and on their testimony 
the two men were indicted. Mrs. Aronson 
and her son then mysteriously disappeared 
and on this account the case was continued 


from time to time until last Monday. Alex- . 


ander was tried first. The defense was an 
alibi, Alexander proving he was at Cairo, Ill., 


Dec. 2, 1890. The Landaus claim there was 


a conspiracy — them on the part of their 
sister-in-law, rs. Aronson and her son, 
Louis Landau Jr., growing out of a family 
quarrel caused by Mrs. Aronson’s remarrying 
two months after her first husband, the 
Landaus’ brother, died. Louis Landau Jr., 
the accuser, disappeared after giving his evi- 
dence before the grand jury and did not reap- 
pear until today. After the testimony was 
fil in and the lawyers were arguing the case 
he come in and took a seat in the rear part of 
the court-room. Mrs. Aronson was never 
found, although she wrote two letters to local 
papers denouncing her brothers-in-law. The 
case against Louis Landau was continued and 
will probably never come to trial.

EXPLOSION IN NEW YORK.

Exploding in the middle the two halves of 
the boiler were prdépelled in opposite direc- 
tions with the) force of huge projectiles of 
war. The halfiof the boiler toward the north 
crashed through three walls and intoa court 
behind the building, penetrating the rear wall 
of the building facing on Fifteenth street. 

The half of the boiler toward the south 
burst through ‘the front Brick wall into Four- 
teenth street ‘and shot’ straight across the 
street, landing heavily against the front wall 
of a tenement hovse on the south side of the 
street. In its ‘course this balf of the boiler 
picked up two men who were on the north 
side of Fourteenth street and carried them 
through the air with it to the opposite side of 
the street. One of these men 
was flung with awful force against the 
front of a .barber shop there. The 
other was dropped in front of the door to a 
tenement house. Both were frightfully man- 
gled. It also éncountered two horses hitched 
to a street car in the middle of the street and 
knocked both down, twisting the leg of one of 
them nearly from the y. It knocked over 
several men and children, and when it struck 
the tenement house on the opposite side of the 
street it wrecked the front for two stories, de- 
molishing a saloon on the ground floor and 
opening up livingyapattments on the floor 
above, 

One result from the explosion was to cause 
the complete collapse of the building which 
housed the boiler. The floor just over the 
boiler-room was used asia stable and eighteen 
horses stabled there at the time fell in with 
the general smash to meet death in the ruin 
below. The engineer and three others were 
in the building at the time and were buried 
in the ruins. (ne of these men was recovered 
alive, but was sent to the hospital in a mor- 
tally wounded condition and without con- 
sciousness. Three others were recovered in a 
fearfully mangled state. 

Fifteen minutes after the explosion a hun- 
dred firemen and a dozen ambulance surgeons 
were on theiscene, The firemen fuund no 
flame to fight,, but the surgeons had their 
hands full. The building was a flimsy ‘affair. 
A small blaze started soon after the explosion, 
but a stream of water extinguished it in short 
order. | 

Fourteenth street, between Avenue A’ and 
Avenue B.is one of the busy blocks of the 
city. It is lined on the south side for the 
whole distance with five and six story tene- 
ment houses, ¢#warming with inhabitants, and 
and on the north side’ partly by tenements 
and partly by the great stables of the railway 
company. Three street car lines center there 
and there is always a great deal of traffic in 
the roadway. Street curs starting, arriving, 
and changing horses make that portion of the 
street immediately in front of the stables par- 
ticularly busy. 

The boiler was a medium size Allen boiler, 
builtin Bridgeport, Conn. It was at least 
fifteen years old, fof Supt. White says it was 
there when he took charge that many years 
ago. Hesaid today that it had been inspected 
by the boiler inspectors only two months ago, 
and had been found to be in a safe condition. 
Judging from‘ the fragments found in the 
street after the explosion it was made of ex- 
ceedingly thin metal and was much rusted. 
Its registered capacity was ninety pounds 
pressure, 


Loané in the Recent Panic. 


The Loan committee of the Clearing-House 
Association made its final report today. It 
contained these facts: ' 

The aggregate amount of certificates issued 
was $41,490,000. The greatest amount out- 
standing was $38,280,000 Aug. 29, and continued 
at that amount until Sept, 6. The amount of col- 
lateral received by the committee in round sum 
was $56,000,000, 72 per cent, or $40,000,000, 
being in bills receivable; 28 per cent, or $16,- 
000,000, being in stocks and bonds. 

As to the statement that the amount of cer- 
tificates issued during tho present crisis was 
in excess of any ‘previous panic the commit- 
tee reported: 

On examination of the figures, however, we find 
that this has not been thy case, as in 1873 the 
deposits were $152,640,000 and loan certificates 

22,410,000, being 14.10 per cent; in 1884 on 

eposits of $296,575.300, certificates were issued 
tothe amount of $21,885,000, being 7.3 per 
cent; in 1890, on deposits of $376,746,500, $15.,- 
205,000 certificates were issued, being 4 per 
cent; in 1893, $374,010,100 deposits, certifi- 
cates, $38,280,000, being 10.2 per cent. The 

reatest amount of certificates in proportion to 
deposits was issued in 1878. Had the same pro- 
portion of loan certificates been issued in 1893 
as was issued‘in 1873, the amount for 1893 
would have reathed the gam of $55,000,000. 
Miners Starved and Tortured. 


Sixty-three men who returned today from 
the phosphate’ mines on the Island of Navassa 
claimed they were guarded by armed men, 
starved, tortured, and imprisoned, and that 
their attempts to communicate with the United 
States Government were frustrated by the 
agents of the company by whom they were 
employed.

IN PASADENA, OAL,

James W. Scoville, President of the Prairie 
State National Bank and one ot Chicago's 
wealthy citizens, died early yesterday morn- 
img at Pasadena, Cal. The funétal will take 
place there Saturday. Mr. Scoville, whose 
Chicago residence is in Oak Park, has 
passed the last six winters in California. 
During his residence in Pasadena he has been 
noted for numerous generous and philan- 
thropic acts, although not actively partici- 
pating in public affairs. His ample means 
were expended freely in public improvements 
in the Western State. He was inter- 
ested in transforming large tracts of 
land bordering the Arroyo Seco into 
public parks. The object of the work was to 
give employment to worthy men, It was his 
desire to establish a public hospital in Pasa- 
dena, and if he had lived such an institution 
would have been built. Death resulted after 
a long illness and the general breaking down 
of the system. He leaves a widow and son, 
C. B. Scoville. 

George Van Zandt, cashier of the Prairie 
State National Bank, said last night: “I am 
shocked to hear of the death of Mr. Scoville. 
I knew he had been in ill health for some 
time, but did not think the end was so near. 
Last April he had a Jesion of the brain. from 
which he never fully recovered. With the 
death of Mr. Scoville Chicago loses 
one of its most generous citizens. He was a 
man of rare character. His business ability 
and shrewd foresight brought him up from 
poverty to opulence. I should think he was 
worth $1,500,000. Fhave been identified 
with him for seventeen years, and know him 
to bea thorough business-man.

That the duty on sngars under No. 16 Dutch 
standard shall be one cent a pound, and that the 


bounty on sugars produced in the United States 
shall be reduced from two cents to one cent a 


pound. 

That the duty on tin plate shall be reduced 
from 2.2 cents to 1.1 cents a pound. . That block 
tin shall be admitted free of duty in accordance 
with the recommendations set forth in the report 
made by Mr. McPherson from the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance in the last Congress. ' 

That the wool schedule will depend upon the 
report of a Treasury expert, who is said to be at 
work upon a statement intended to show just 
what benefit free wool will be to manufacturers, 
and to reduce the rates on manufactured articles 
by that amount. 

What are known as compensatory duties are to 
be eliminated. 

The duty on coal is to be reduced from 75 to 
either 60 or 50 cents a ton. 

Glassware and pottery, some of the duties on 
which are among the highest on the list, will 
be reduced, but the exact or even approximate 
per cent is not stated. 

In the internal revenue sections the tax on 
beer is to be raised from $1 to $2 a barrel, and 
on whisky from 90 cents to $1 a gallon. The fig- 
ures on tobacco and cigars have not yet been se- 
riously considered. 

Whether an income tax, pure and simple, 
shall be levied, or the shares of capital stock 
of corporations with public franchises and 
rents be taxed, has not been decided by the 
subcommittee. ,

Is it because he isa German that 
he has made a combination with the Hun- 
garian Socialist Gruenhut, the blatherskite 
Morgan, and the demagogue George Schill- 
ing? There are tens of thousands of honest 
German Democrats as well as Republicans 
who resent Altgeld’s schemes to range them 
against Judge Gary and the eause of good 
governinent. The mass of the German peo- 
ple have’no sympathy with his demagogy, his 
impudent intermeddling in locai affairs, or 
his consuming vindictiveness. 
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REVENUES DECREASE AND EXPENSES 
INCREASE. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Ways 
atid Means says that it will be impossible to 
have a tariff bill ready before the 20th of this 
month. That would be a surprising state- 
ment were it the intention of the committee 
to draft a bill in accordance with the promise 
of the Democratic platform that duties which 
gave protection to American products, com- 
petitive articles, should be repealed. But all 
other considerations apart, the condition of 
the Treasury is such as to make it impossible 
for the Democrats to adopt a radical policy 
at this time. 

It appears that during the four months of 
July, August, Septernber, and October, being 
a third of the present fiscal year, the receipts 
from ail sources have fallen off $27,000,000 
as compared with the same months last year. 
The revenue from customs has fallen off 
nearly ninejgen millions and from internal 
revenue almost seven and a half. The ex- 
penses, which have been three-quarters of a 
million greater than for the corresponding 
period of last year, are twenty-four millions 
in excess of the receipts. Owing to the small- 
er number of applications for pensions 
granted the disbursements on account of pen- 
sions have fallea off nine and a half millions, 
but expenses for other purposes ‘have in- 
, creased over ten millions. 

If the remaining two-thirds of the year 
make as bad a showing as the first third there 
will be a deficit June 80 of $72,000,000. It 
is by no means probable that the unfavorable 
conditions of the last four months will con- 
tinue, but however great the improvement 
may be it will not be sufficient to make good 
the deficit of the first four months of the year. 
The total receipts will fail about fifty millions 
short of the expenses. 

The cash balance in the Treasury Sept. 30 
was but $107,000,000, about twelve mill- 
ions of it consisting of uncurrent subsidiary 
coin. During October the expenditures were 
five million dollars in excess of the receipts. 
The difference was paid out of the gold re- 
serve, which has run down now io eighty-four 
and a third millions. There will be little of 
that reserve left by July 1 unless the reve. 
nues increase or bonds are sold to replen- 
ish it. 

If during this menth or December the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means should report a 
tariff bill adding largely to the free list and 
reducing duties materially, the natural effect 
would be to lessen the imports of goods which 
are dutiable now, and hence to cut down still 
more the revenues from customs. No im- 
porter or manufacturer would wish to buy 
heavily of foreign goods or foreign raw ma- 
terials if he knew that-they were to become 
cheaper within a comparatively short time. 
Hence it is not surprising that the committee 
is taking time to prepare its bill. The prob- 
lem is a more complicated one than its mem- 
vers thought it wouid be. 


THE IRREPRESSIBLE PENNOYER. 

It looks as if the people of Oregon are to 
have two Thanksgiving days this year while 
those of the forty-three other States, less 
favored, will have but one. That the Ore- 
gonians are so fortunate is due to the deter- 
mination of their Governor, the celebrated 
Pennoyer, to keep himself before the public. 
He throws away no opportunity of advertis- 
ing himself and his wild views. Having at- 
tracted public attentién by his discourtesy to 
President Harrison and by his rude telegram 
to Secretary Gresham he seeks to preserve his 
notoriety by issuing a Thanksgiving day proc- 
lamation: . 

It has been customary for many years for 
the President to appoint a national day of 
Thanksgiving and for the Governors to follow 
suit, naming the same day—the last Thursday 


got the start on President .Cleveland. The 
latter wiil within a few days no doubt issue 
his proclamation appointing the fifth and last 
Thursday in this month as Thanksgiving day, 
and it may be that he will specify the passage 
of the repeal bill as: one of the reasons why 
the people should feel peculiarly grateful.

VOTE BUYING IN INDIANA. 

The Indiana Legislature enacted a law four 

years ago which it was believed would assist 
in putting an end to the prevalent practice of 
vote-selling. It provided that any elector 
bribed to cast hig ballot for a particular candi- 
date could recover $300 damages and reason- 
able fees from tie person who bribed him. 
A man who was paid $10 for his vote in 1890 
brought suit under this law and the lower 
court held it invalid on the ground that the 
plaintiff did not come into court with clean 
hands and should not be allowed to nenefit by 
his own wrong-doing. The Supreme Court 
has sustained the law and. the plaintiff has re- 
covered the $300. 
. The court takes*the ground that a man who 
has been bribed has suffered a grievous wrong. 
He has been induced to barter away his 
‘* honor, manhood, and political freedom, and 
sovereignty.” His status is somewhat like 
that of a woman who hasbeen led from the 
paths of virtue and has fallen in her own esti; 
mation and that of the community. The court 
is decidedly of the opinion that a man who 
has been wronged so grievously is entitled to 
some redress and is satisfied that the Legis. 
lature haga right to give it and thus inci- 
dentally aid in the enforcement of the laws 
against election bribety, under which so few 
have suffered punishment in the past, 

This decision must have a blighting influ- 
ence on the Indiana vote-sellmg industry. 
The Australian ballot law discouraged such 
bargains and sales by making it impossible 
for the buyer to know whether the goods were 
delivered. The mgst that can be done under 
that law is to bribe a.man to keep away from 
the polls. If he makes such a bargain it is 
easy to tell whether he has kept it. But if he 
who is inclined to ‘bribe a voter knows that 
that mah can turn around and recover $300 
from him he will hesitate to run any risks. 
Of course a person who. having sold’ his vote, 
sues to recover damages sacrifices all hope of 
future sales, for no one will trust him again, 
but his eagerness to get $300 down may 
make him unmindful of that fact. 

The truth is that persons who sell their votes 
are almost invariably the ones who make the 
first advances. They are corrupters rather 
than corrupted. They hawk their wares from 
candidate to candidate. Their consciences do 
not reproach them. They do not feel that 
they have lost their honor or their manhood, 
The plaintiff in the case just decided was 
quite unaware until told so by the sympathiz- 
ing court that a grievous wrong had been 
done him when he sold out for $10. Never- 
theless the decision is a proper one because it 
will tend to suppress the demoralizing crime 
of election bribery. 
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ALTGELD’S DESIRE FOR VENGEANCE. 

Elsewhere Taz Tursune explains for the 
benefit of the voters of Cook County the orig- 
inal and animating cause of John Pardon Alt- 
geld’s venomous opposition to the reélection 
of Judge Gary. Itis from no high sense of 
public duty that he is now in Chicago con- 
ducting a campaign against the venerable 
jurist who has presided for nearly thirty 
yearsin the Superidr Court of this county 
with dignity and impartiality.

It is only netessary to say here that all who 
have stood between Judge Altgeld and this 
unjustifiable attack have been singled out for 
his vengeance. Because Mayor Roche in- 
structed his Corporation Counsel to resist it, 
Altgeld contributed to bring about the defeat 
of Mr. Roche and was the chief.agent in the 
circulation of the lying anti-machine ticket 
which helped to impose the wretched Cregier 
administration on this city. He also has at- 
tacked Judge Moran and Judge Garnett. In 
his zeal in pursuit of the lawless grab he so 
outraged law and decency while a Judge of 
the Superior Court that he was fined by a 
brother Judge for contempt. :

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VENERABLE CLAIMS FOR DAMAGES. 

March 3, 1891, the day before the final ad- 
journment of Congress, a bill was passed 
giving to the Court of Claims jurisdiction to 


} inquire into and adjudicate all claims for prep- 


erty of citizens of the United States destroyed 
without just cause or provocation by friendly 
Indians since July; 1865. .No claim of an 
earlier date was to. be considered unless it 
was pending before Congress or the Secretary 
of the Interior at the time of the passage of 
the act. The court was directed to determine 
the value of the property destroyed and, “ if 
possible,” the tribe of Indians by whom the 
wrong was committed. Where money is 
tound to be due by a tribe it must be paid out 
of annuities due from the United States, if 
there are none from other funds, or from ab- 
propriations other than for the support and 
education of the Indians. If. no money is 
available from eny of these sources then the 
United States must advance the money. 

Gen. Black has introduced a bill to repeal 
this law. He says that under it claims have 
been presented to thé amount of thirty mill- 
ions, and have been allowed to the amount of 
two or three millions. The duty of looking 
after the interests of the government or of the 
Indians devolves on the Attorney-General. If 
he is no more Zealous in fighting these claim- 
ants than he is in mating war on the trusts and 
combines the court may allow the whole 
thirty millions and more, and the annuities 
of the Indians and the funds derived from the 
sale of their lands will be eaten up,

NATIONAL IRRIGATION. 

The Irrigation Congress which sat at Los 
Angeles, Cal., during the week ending with 
the 14th of last month adopted a platform of 
principles to be placed before the people of 
the United States and urged upon them by its 
Executive committee. The efforts of the 
congress were especially directed to the ap- 
pointment of a commission in every one of 
the seventeen States and Territories in the 
arid region, and through. those commissions 
to aim to secure pniform State and favorable 
national legislation in regard to the artificial 
irrigation of those arid areas. The following 
are the most salient points in the argument 
to be presented in furtherance of the move- 
ment: : 

There isan alarming increase in the class 
of homeless people in the United States. To 
provide a further field for successful coloni- 
zation is the duty of American statesmen. 
The public lands which still belong to the peo- 
ple are mostly arid or semi-arid, requiring ar- 
tificial irrigation to render them productive. 
They lie west of the 97th meridian and are 
estimated to comprise some 542 million acres. 
Enough of this is arable to provide farms 
and homes for millions of people, and the 
portion which never can be cultivated is valu- 
able for range purposes or forest reservations. 
The progress thus far made in reclaiming 
these arid regions has been along the lines of 
local effort and individual enterprise. But 
the problem is nation:l in its essence, 
These lands are the heritage of the 
American$people, and to havea home upon 
them is the birthright of every American 
child. The conditions under which they shall 
be reclaimed and acquired by the settler must 
be founded ona recognition of these facts. 
There are also questions between States which 
require national legislation and oversight, 
and however Western men might desire to 
settle the problem the result cannot be ob- 
tained except through national legislation. 
The congress declares it to be the correct 
principle that water in natural channels and 
beds is public property and thatall streams 
rising inone State and flowing by natural 
courses through one or more other States 
must be conserved and equitably divided un- 
der Federal authority. 

The laws now governing waters and lands in 
a number of States and Territories are inade- 
quate and dangerous. Streams are appro- 
priated under lax and conflicting State laws, 
and the absorption of inter-State waters prom- 
ises to become the fruitful source of future 
litigation and social disturbance. The desert 
land law is largely perverted from its original 
purpose, It offers the settler land upon terms 
with which he ordinarily cannot comply. In 
its execution the law has become the instru- 
ment of corporations which acquire .land for 
$1.25 per acre, reclaim it an average cost of 
$8.15 per acre, and sell it back again to the 
people upon profitable terms named only by 
themselves. 

The congress urged that the time has come 
when the work of developing an arid land policy, 
on broad national and State lines, no longer 
can be deiayed. Itindorsed the principle of 
the district irrigation,law of California as a 
wise step in the direction of public ownership 
of irrigation works, but intimated that this 
law may be improved upon, and a belief that 
harmony of action is vital, this to be reached 
only through wide discussiun and patient in- 
vestigation of facts. It advised each State 
which embraces ahy part of the arid domain, 
and which not already has provided for irri- 
gation supervision and engineering, to do so 
at its next legislative session, and to prosecute 

vigorously the work of investigating the 
extent to which further irrigation work can be 
carried on with success and profit.

Then 
everybody will try to get rid of this depre- 
ciated silver money, which will flow into the 
bank by hundreds of millions.’’ The bank has 
accepted these pieces only on aceount of the 
French Government, but the arrangement be- 
tween thé two parties was to expire at the end 
of October of this year and the question is if 
it will be renewed. Probably it is renewed by 
this time, but if so the fact would seem to be 
nothing more than a deferring of the evil 
day. The load now being carried in that arti- 
ficial way includes about $35,000,000 of 
Italian scudi and somebody may grow tired 
of the process of carrying with diminishing 
chances of ultimate redemption.

Someruive serious is the matter with the 
British Water Gas cOmpanies. There is talk of 
amalgamation of the syndicates formed some 
years ago for the purpose of selling rights to 
manufacture water gas under various patents, 
but the proposed consolidation of interests is 
said to be wanted for the purpose of prevent- 
ing utter faflure. » There is little hope of ma- 
terially extending the use of the article, since 
the experiences of those who have tried it are 
said not to be satisfactory. Some of them 
declare that the idea of getting*dividends out 
of water gas is a delusion. They sorrowfully 
deride the claimé that the gas is a demon- 
strated commercial success, giving a light su- 
perior to coal gas. They say it is not true, ar 
alleged by the syndicates, that the gas can be 
manufactured for 8 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet, or that its use has revolutionized the previ- 
ous means of working mild steél and producing 
steam. They say that its use is not only not 
becoming general in the English and Scotch 
iron districts, but that if is being abandoned 
by corporations which have tried it too long 
for their own good. Perhaps the water gas 
processes in use in the United States are an 
improvement on those in the British Isles, 
and perhaps in both cases the claims that 
have been made forit are greater than the 
truth. 


Gov. ALTGELD remains in Chicago to con- 
duct the campaign against Judge Gary.

PARISH OOUNOILS BILL TAKEN UP 
BY PARLIAMENT. | 


Autamn Session of the House of Commons 
Begins with a Slim, Attendance of Mem-

‘Josef Meeting with Trouble, 
Loxpon, Nov. 2.—The opening of Parlia- 
ment today attracted little attention. Ali the 


customary formalities were complied with, , 


though few members were present at the time 
fixed for the opening of the House. There 
was no rush for seats. The lobbies were 
virtually empty until the afternoon. The 
Speaker, the Rt.-Hon. Arthur Wellesley Peel, 
took the chair at 3 o’clock, and the House at 
once settled down to business. 

Questions were asked the government in re- 
gard to Col. Carrington and his mission to 
Mashonaland. Sidney Buxton, Secretary of 
the Colonial Office, replied that Col. Carring- 
ton had been sent to South Africa in a purely 
military capacity. 

Henry Fowler, President of the Local Gov- 
ernment Board, then moved the second read- 
ing of the parish councils bill. This bill pro. 
poses to form in rural parishes having a pop- 
ulation of 300 and upwards a council to be 
annually elected by ballot by men and women 
having the right to vote for members of the 
County Council. These parish councils are 
to consist of not less than five nor more than 
fifteen names. They are to talk over all ex- 
isting powers of the vestries except in regard 
to'church affairs and church charities and 
they are to have control of parish 
property, land allotments, roads, water sup- 
ply. local watching and lighting and sanita- 
tion generally, and they are to have charge of 
the compulsory purchase of land under the 


sanction of the Local Government Board, In \ 


urban districts as wellas rural districts the 
bill abolishes electoral qualifications on the 
ground of the sex. The administration of the 
poor law is toremain under the jurisdiction 
of Boards of Guardians as itis now. but the 
boards are to be elected under the new fran- 
chise, 7 
: Deals with 13,000. Parishes. 

In making the motion Mr. Fowler said the 
bill dealt with 13,000 rural parishes, of which 
number 6,000 had populations of under 300. 
As no council would be constituted where the 
population is under 300 these would require 
to be grouped. This matter formed one of 
the difficulties with which the House must 
grapple. The government attached no magic 
to the 300 limit. It rather desired to give 
the councils the greatest elasticity in 
the matter of grouping. It would em- 
power county councils to give a _ par- 
ish council to any parish, whatever its 
gize might be, if the parish itself consented. 
An important question was what effect the 
bill would have on the Church of England. 
The Conservatives said it would bring about 
the spoliation of the church; that it would 
disendow charities and oust the church from 
control of the schools. Certainly the bill 
transferred from the church wardens the con- 
trol of purely parish property to secular 
officers, as it ought to be transferred. 

This statement was greeted with cheers by 
the government supporters. 

Continuing, Mr. Fowler said neither 
church, schools, nor purely ecclesiastical 
charities would be affected. Regarding the 
public elementary schools, Mr. Fowler said 
the parish councils would have no control. 

Mr. Walter Long (Progressive Conserva- 
tive) congratulated the House on the fact that 
the bill was not likely to lead to a bitter party 
contfoversy, but some amendment to the 


measure, be said, was absolutely necessary.. 


The powers given to the parish councils for 
the: compulsory purchase of land were too 
great. These powers must be curtailed. The 
areas which would be allowed a council must 
be enlarged, as the 300 population limit was 
too small. The county councils, he added, 
should retain control of the poor law admin- 
istration and, sanitary matters,

Lonpon, Nov. 2.—The annual banquet of

Among the conspicuous guests were Thomas 

F. Bayard, United States Ambassador; Lord 

Roberts, formerly commander of the British 

forces in India; Earl Spencer, First Lord of 

the Admiralty; and the Duke of Norfolk.’ In 
answering a toast to his health Mr. Bayard 
spoke substantially as follows: 

You all have heard that trade follows the flag. 

I believe that man’s heart follows the flag, 

whether it be the Stars and Stripes, so dear to 

me, or the Union Jack, so dear to you. 

Nor does man’s heart hesitate and ask: 


under and follow the flag without questian. 
When an American like myself comes to England 
he antedates the history of his own government, 
and comes back to share with Englishmen the 
traditions common to their tongue and people, 
to share with them the glories of the tongue of 
Shakspeare and of the morals and faith of 
Milton. 

Mr. Bayard continued that he considered 
the occasion a fitting one for reference to his 
father’s visit to England as peacemaker be- 
tween Englard and the United States. In 
speaking at some length of the War of 1812 
he said: 

I have heard that war described as the late war, 
then as the Warof 1812. Lately it has had a 
more gracious title, and has been called the last 
war. Now Il can disclose in this connection my 
only diplomatic mission. It is that the War of 
1812shall remain our last war, May it always 
be our last war.

Luckily 
the elevators, which are dependent for their 
water supply on the wrecked tank, were one 
at the top and the other at the bottom floor at 
the time rol the accident, and the elevator con- 
_ ductors escaped without even so much as a 
wetting 

The os aatent damage to the building did not 
go below the seventh floor, but almost all the 
offices on that floor and. the top one were 

more or less drenched. Those who sustained 
the greatest loss from the flood were Albert 
Phaien, iawyer; Oscar Bond, patent lawyer;

COL, CHARLES R. E. KOCH RESIGNS. 


Completes Thirty Years of Military Serv- 
ice=Mining Building for Armory. 

Col. Charles R. E. Koch of the First Regi- 
ment has tendered his resignation, to take ef- 
fect Nov. 5. ‘It was sent to the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral at Springfield a short time ago. It has 
not yet been acted on, but Col. Koch has no 
doubt he will be relieved from duty by next 
Sunday. He will attend a regimental ban- 
quet at the armory Saturday night, which 
will be made the occasion pf a farewell re- 
ception. 

‘T have resigned for a number of reasons,’ 
said Col. Koch. “I have devoted years to 
regimental work~ at considerable sacrifice, 
My term will expire in April next. It has 
long been my intention to retire then. The 
action is hastened because any policy I might 
mark out now might hamper my successor. 
i thought Nov. 5 was a fitting day to go, as it 
will mark the thirtieth anniversary of my 
military pervice.”’ 

Col, K served in the regular army dur- 
ing the war. At ite close he,was Provost Mar- 
shal of the Western District of Missouri. In 
the Grand Army he was ranked as Post Com- 
mander, .Inspector-General, Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, member of the Department of Illinois. 
and aide-de-camp on the national staff. He 
has been prominent in Nationa! Guard circles 
in this State since 1877, and in the First Reg- 
iment has advanced through intervening 
grades to the command. 

Col. Koch has been active in the efforts 
made to secure a permanent armory for the 
First Regiment, whose building at Sixteenth 
street and Michigan avenue was destroyed by 
fire. It was said yesterday the regiment was 
endeavori ing to secure the' Mining Building at 
the World’s Fair.
